Mrs.  M.  T.  Sheldon,  MSC 
cafeteria  director,  introduced 
Ernest  Goldsmith,  a  food  ser¬ 
vice  consultant,  to  the  Union 
Board  Foods  Committee  at  its 
meeting  last  week. 

Goldsmith  has  been  employ¬ 
ed  by  the  College  to  study  tlic 
cafeteria  system  and,  when 
necessary,  to  make  suggestions 
for  improvements. 

Goldsmith  suggested  experi¬ 
menting  with  different  menus 
to  determine  if  a  greater  vari¬ 
ety  of  foods  woidd  appeal  to 
the  students.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  variety  of  meals  wliich 
students  like,  varies  widely 
throughout  the  United  States, 
and  that  the  proper  variety 
can  be  reached  only  through 
experimentation.  Student  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  new  menus  which 
are  being  offered  is  essential 
and  should  be  expressed  to 
members  of  the  Foods  Com¬ 
mittee. 

According  to  Goldsmith,  the 
MSC  cafeteria’s  ratio  of  ex¬ 
penditures  for  food  compared 
to  the  total  expenditures  is 
above  average.  He  also  stated 
that  the  sanitation  and  gener¬ 
al  cleanliness  of  the  food  ser¬ 
vice  area  is  excellent  and  that 
the  quality  of  food  purchased 
by  the  cafeteria  is  high. 

Miss  Millie  Cockrill  reported 
that  it  had  been  suggested  to 
her  that  lines  be  rotated  to 
different  rooms  occasionally. 
The  committee  approved  the 
suggestion  and  set  Dec.  2  as 
the  date  for  the  first  change.

Each  organization  or  dormi¬ 
tory  group  would  elect  its  Sen¬ 
ator  during  the  fourth  week 
of  tlie  fall  semester.  Candidates 
for  the  office  would  be  nomi¬ 
nated  one  week  prior  to  tlie 
election  and  would  take  office 
tlie  following  week.  The  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  would  com¬ 
pletely  eliminate  the  present 
class  representation  system. 

Clarifications  Included 
Included  with  tlie  amend¬ 
ments  are  a  number  of  clari¬ 
fications  of  the  present  consti¬ 
tution.  Instead  of  "all”  of  th« 
Senators  having  one  vote, 
“each”  would  have  one  vote. 
Instead  of  the  “as  many  hon¬ 
or  points  as  semester  hours 
attempted”  wliich,  under  tlie 
old  three  point  system,  was  a 
“C”  average,  a  2.0  over-all 
grade  point  average  would  be 
required  of  all  senators. 

After  approval  by  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Senate,  the  amend¬ 
ments  would  be  submitted  to 
the  President.  With  his  ap- 
prdval,  the  amendments  would 
then  be  submitted  to  tlie  stu¬ 
dent  body  in  an  all-school  elec¬ 
tion  where,  in  order  to  pass, 
they  must  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast,  pro¬ 
viding  one-third  of  the  student 
body  votes.

Scholastic  averages  of  fra¬ 
ternity  members  throughout 
the  nation’s  colleges  have 
shown  a  consistent  rise  for  the 
past  decade  until  they  now  ex¬ 
ceed  the  all-men’s  averages  on 
a  majority  of  campuses  where 
fi-atcrnities  are  located. 

'I’he  final  figui’cs  for  the  aca¬ 
demic  year,  '  1961-62,  show 
that  the  all-fraternity  average 
exceeded  the  all-men’s  aver¬ 
age  in  58.1%  of  the  colleges 
reporting,  according  to  an 
analysis  just  released  by  the 
National  Interfraternity  Con¬ 
ference.  For  the  academic 
term  ten  years  previous  (1952- 
53),  only  40.7%  of  the  schools 
reported  fraternity  averages 
as  being  above  the  all-men’s 
averages. 

Accompanying  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  schools  with 
a  superior  all-fraternity  aver¬ 
age  has  been  a  similar  im¬ 
provement  in  the  nationwide 
percentage  of  individual  fra¬ 
ternity  chapters  above  the  all¬ 
men’s  averages.  During  1%1- 
62,  48.8%  of  all  fraternity 
chapters  reporting  were  above 
their  respective  all-men’s  av¬ 
erages,  whereas  only  41.9% 
could  show  a  superior  rank 
ten  years  earlier.

Whither  Goest  Thou? 

f^he  Student  Senate  is  currently  considering  proposals 
for  constitutional  amendments  which  would  change  the 
methods  of  election  of  Senators  and  the  composition  of  the 
Senate.  The  proposed  method  provides  for  each  social  organ¬ 
ization  and-each  designated  group  of  dormitories  to  elect  a 
Senator  to  represent  them  instead  of  the  present  election  by 
classes. 

The  project  of  reapportionment  is  a  popular  one,  included 
in  the  platforms  of  both  presidential  candidates  last  spring. 
Both  Greeks  and  independents  seem  to  agree  that  a  change  is 
necessary  and  should  be  made. 

We,  too,  think  that  a  change  is  necessary.  However, 
wc  hope  that  the  Senate  and  the  members  of  the  Student 
Body  will  carefully  consider  the  changes  which  they  make. 
The  question  is  actually  not  whether  the  election  proced¬ 
ure  should  be  changed,  but  HOW?  And  what  should  be  the 
composition  of  the  Senate  after  tlie  change? 

A  s  submitted  by  the  committee,  the  proposal  would 
provide  for  representation  of  each  social  organization, 
students  living  in  dormitories,  and  those  living  off-campus. 
The  Senators  would  be  divided  evenly  between  the  Greeks 
and  independents. 

To  some  of  these  proposal^  we  ask  why? 

Why  the  Greek/Independent  split?  Have  the  relations  be¬ 
tween  the  two  groups  so  deteriorated  that  one  cannot  allow 
the  other  to  have  more  representatives  even  though  there 
arc  at  least  five  times  as  many  non-affUiated  students  as 
there  are  students  affiliated  with  any  social  group,  indepen¬ 
dent  or  Greek?  Would  not  some  dormitory  Senators  repre¬ 
sent  a  considerable  number  of  Greeks  as  in  the  case  of  Ro¬ 
berta  Hall?  In  theory,  the  ISO  Senator  is  to  represent  not  only 
his  own  organization  but  also  the  non-affiliated  men  living 
off-campus  and  non-affiliated  commuting  students.  Is  this 
realistic?  How  could  a  Senator  from  an  organization  claim  to 
represent  students  who  do  not  even  recognize  the  right  of 
that  organization  to  speak  for  them? 

Only  representation  from  social  organizations  has  been 
provided  for.  Should  the  two  service  organizations.  Gamma 
Sigma  Sigma  and  Alpha  Phi  Omega,  be  included?  What 
about  other  groups?  What  should  be  the  criteria  for  deciding 
who  gets  a  Senator  and  who  doesn’t? 

The  reorganized  Senate  would  have  18  Senators  plus  the 
vice-president  and  president.  The  reapportionment  com¬ 
mittee  reported  that  they  kept  the  number  low  so  that  the 
Senate  would  continue  to  function  smoothly  and  efficiently  and 
wouldn’t  get  out  of  hand.  Yet  excluding  some  groups  and 
under-representing  others  is  the  very  condition  which  the  Sen¬ 
ate  is  trying  to  correct.  We  wonder  whether  a  school  of  nearly 
3,000  isn’t  ready  for  a  larger  number  of  people  in  the  student 
government. 

These  and  others  are  the  issues  which  are  confronting  the 
Senate.  We  wouid  encourage  you  to  talk  to  the  members  of  the 
Senate  to  find  out  all  the  partieulars  and  to  tell  them  how  you 
feel  about  the  issues  involved.  Senate  members  are  Sandy  Bur¬ 
ger,  Bob  Crawford,  Don  Daniels,  Ellen  Grube,  Harvey  Hallum, 
Jim  Hawkins,  Judy  Hullman,  Bob  Johnson,  Dennis  Raster, 
Marge  MacDonald,  Sue  McNeill,  Rex  Pettegrew,  Debbie  Price, 
and  Jim  Sanders,

Quarterback  Leo  Papas  made 
a  final  bid  for  an  MIAA  All- 
Star  berth  Saturday,  but  his 
sensational  passing  exhibition 
wasn’t  enough  as  the  Cape  Gir¬ 
ardeau  Indians  rallied  to  down 
the  Northwest  State  Bearcats 
22-19  in  the  pigskin  finale  for 
tlie  MSC  gridders. 

Papas,  a  sophomore  transfer 
from  Nebraska  University,  har- 
rassed  the  Indians  throughout 
the  Saturday  night  clash  with 
his  passing,  hilling  on  22  of  28 
aerials  for  205  yards.  For  the 
year  Papas  far  out-distanced 
MIAA  passing  rivals  as  he  con¬ 
nected  on  78  of  133  passes  for 
nearly  59  per  cent  accuracy. 
Papas  passes  accounted  for 
over  900  yards  in  the  MSC  of¬ 
fense. 

Indians  Late  TD  Wins 

The  Indians  were  trailing  19- 
14  late  in  the  fourth  period 
when  the  league’s  leading  pass 
catcher  Lyman  Brown  raced 
in  from  the  eight  to  tally  and 
make  the  count  20-19  for  the 
Indians.  Jerry  Lynch  then 
passed  to  Mike  Gorelick  for 
the  2  point  PAT. 


Maryville  scored  a  first- 
quarter  TD  on  a  23-yard  pass 
from  Papas  to  fullback  Mike 
Peterson.  Cape  retaliated  on 
a  6-yard  run  by  Brown.  The 
Maryville  kick  for  PAT  failed 
and  the  Indians  went  ahead 
1 7-6  on  Irvin  Whitehead’s  extra- 
'  point  boot. 

Peterson  scored  on  a  1-yard 
plunge  in  the  second  quarter 
and  the  kick  again  failed  for 
the  point  after.  Cape  counter¬ 
ed  just  before  halftime  on  a  12- 
yard  TD  sprint  by  Gorelick. 
Whitehead  put  the  Indians  into 
a  14-12  midway  lead  by  again 
booting  the  PAT. 

’Cats  Hold  19-14  Lead 

Maryville  took  a  short-lived 
19-14  lead  in  the  last  stanza  as 
papas  found  Dave  Bussjaeger 
on  a  5-yard  scoring  play.  Ed 
Maxwell  kicked  tlie  extra  point 
for  the  Bearcats. 

Main  targets  for  the  MSC 
signal  caller  were  ends  Bob 
Harvey  and  Bernie  England. 
Papas  hit  on  16  of  20  second- 
half  attempts  and  on  one  spree 
he  conencted  10  straight  times.
